‘When he was cast into prison, or how long he may 
remain there, we are not informed ; nor whether lie is there awaiting a trial or on a terms 
of sentence, having had trial. Mr. Bromberg says, “I will do all I can to sew 
Mr. R. free,” but intimates that whenever he fs liberated, he will be obtived to wave
